YOUNGSTERS are putting their 
lives and the lives of motorists on 
the line by Tree-running’ next to 
one of the busiest roads in Margate. 

Twice in as many weeks Yourthanet 
reporters have witnessed teenagers climbing, 
balancing on and jumping the barrier between 
the road and the pavement and steps in 
Hawley Street near the College Square shop¬ 
ping centre as cars sped past. 

They tread precariously along the metal 
barrier, some even jumping from the top of the 
wall opposite, straight on to the top of the 
barrier and back again. 

If someone were to slip and fall from the 
height of the railings, they could end up under 
the wheels of a passing vehicle. 

Tumbled 

There is nothing to break their fall on to 
the road and on Saturday one youth almost 
tumbled into the path of an oncoming car 
when he swayed back and forth after 
mistiming his jump. 

A woman who lives just up the road from 
the spot said: “I see the kids doing this a lot, 
during the weekends and the school holidays. 

“They seem to have a fascination with that 
area and my heart is in my mouth every time 
they jump on to the barrier as they don’t seem 
to look when cars are coming. 

“They could easily just fall off into the road 
as drivers come up to the traffic lights there. 
It’s only a matter of time before there’s an 
accident and someone is hit by a car. They

VISITOR-information serv¬ 
ices on the isle are to be cut 
in a bid to save Thanet 
council money. 

The local authority is planning to 
make increasing use of its mobile 
tourism-information centre and 
information points by closing the 
visitor centres in Dickens House 
Museum in Broadstairs and Albert 
Street in Ramsgate. 

Officers claim that the move will in¬ 
crease efficiency and improve the serv¬ 
ice, saying there will be no job cuts. 

Savings will come from not taking 
on seasonal staff during the summer 
and by losing the running costs of 
the building in Ramsgate. 

Volunteers 

Information points will be intro¬ 
duced at sites across Thanet to en¬ 
sure information is easier to access. 

Negotiations are under way to keep 
some form of visitor-information cen¬ 
tre in the town once the Albert Street 
office closes on Saturday. 

David Green, the Mayor of 
Ramsgate, has suggested that the 
service could be brought into the 
home of the new town council at 
Custom House. 

The Dickens House Museum will 
remain open and volunteers will con¬ 
tinue to help visitors with advice on 
the area. 

An information kiosk, run by the 
Broadstairs Tourism and Leisure 
Association, will continue to be based 
at the Lilliput mini golf-course. 

Shirley Tomlinson, cabinet mem-

her for environmental services, said: 
“We are changing the service we pro¬ 
vide to our visitors to ensure that 
we target tourist information more 
effectively. 

“We need to get our team out and 
about to the many superb events we 
have across Thanet throughout the 
summer months. 

“That’s where visitors to the area 
often head and it makes sense to 
ensure that we have staff there to tell 
them all about the great things they 
can see and do in Thanet. 


“The way that people want their 
information is changing and we all 
have to accept that. These days, peo¬ 
ple would often prefer to access infor¬ 
mation online, for example. 

“They may also prefer to get infor¬ 
mation at an event, a tourist attrac¬ 
tion or from the place that they’re 
staying in. 

“That’s why we’re working to 
ensure there’s increased information 
available at tourism businesses and 
attractions.” 

The information tent will be out 
and about at occasions like Margate’s 
Big Event, and the Margate Visitor 
Information Centre in the Parade 
will remain open. 

Opposition 

Cllr Tomlinson said: “Thanet is not 
the only area to be going through this 
process. Many other parts of the 
country are also cutting back on their 
visitor-information centres as the 
recession bites. 

“Over the next five years, this coun¬ 
cil needs to save more than £6 mil¬ 
lion and we have to ensure that every 
service we provide is as cost-effective 
as it is possible to be. We believe the 
changes we’re making to visitor 
information will do just that.” 

Alan Poole, the opposition member 
for environmental services, said: 
“Thanet’s economy still relies heavily 
on tourists visiting Thanet and the 
closure of the Ramsgate and 
Broadstairs Visitor Information 
Centres is very disappointing and 
sends the wrong message. 

“I feel the proposal to provide 
tourist-information leaflets only in 
Ramsgate and Broadstairs is totally 
inadequate.”

PCSO Sam White was called to 
Wellington Crescent in Ramsgate 
on Thursday after a report of a man 
climbing over railings on the East 
Cliff at about 3pm. 

The man had clambered back over 
the railings but was still threaten¬ 
ing to jump off, so PCSO White got 
his body between the man and the 
huge drop, despite the man’s 
increasingly hostile behaviour. 

Thanet District Commander Ch 
Insp Mitchell Fox said: “Sam com¬ 
promised his own safety to help 
another in a position of great need, 
an act in the highest traditions of 
the police service. 

“Excellent work like this which 
my staff more often than not see as 
them simply doing their job makes 
me exceptionally proud of my team.” 

The arrested man is now in the 
care of a mental-health team in 
hospital.

THE future of an old burial ground 
is to be debated at a public meeting. 

The Countess of Huntingdon’s Zion Chapel 
burial ground is locked up and virtually unused, 
but many believe that one of Margate’s ‘hidden 
gems’ could be an asset to the community. 

People are being invited to share ideas about 
how to make best use of the land, known local¬ 
ly as the Secret Garden, which sits in 
Addington Square. 

It is owned by Thanet council but has been 
locked since the end of last summer as it had 
become a vandalism hot-spot and drinking 
hangout for youths. 

Headstones and memorials have been 
smashed and broken in recent years, prompt¬ 
ing the council to lock the main gates. 

Louise Oldfield, chairwoman of the Margate 
Conservation Area Advisory Group, said: “The 
garden is a magical place. I couldn’t believe it 
when I stumbled across it. 

“It’s really great that there is revived interest 
in the garden through local and family history, 
biodiversity and nature trails. 

“I hope that people will come along and get 
involved.” 

The public meeting takes place from 6pm 
today (Wednesday) at the Holy Trinity and St 
John’s School, St John’s Road, Margate. 

All are welcome and there will be a brief 
storytelling session as introduction from the 
Tom Thumb Theatre in Cliftonville 

The graveyard and chapel were built to 
serve the congregation of the Countess of 


Huntingdon’s Connexion, a small society of 
evangelical churches. Some notable occupants 
of the burial ground are Thomas Gardner, 
Queen Victoria’s body guard; Stephen Wells, 
who claimed to have built Margate’s shell grot¬ 
to; and members of the famous Cobb family, 
who were important to the growth of the town. 

A Thanet council spokeswoman said: “The 
site has many problems as it is at the end of the 
road and there is only one way in. 


“As it is not overlooked, there have been 
many problems with graffiti, vandalism and 
drinking parties. 

“We have been in discussion with St John’s 
School and Louise Oldfield about organising a 
group who are interested in maintaining or 
helping to look after it. 

“The council has not been asked to attend the 
meeting but would be happy to work with a 
group if it is interested in setting one up.” 


Benefit fraudster 
appears in court 

A RAMSGATE man has been given a 
12-month suspended prison sentence 
after admitting benefit fraud. 

Wayne Curry, 35, from Broad Street, 
was in receipt of housing benefit, council- 
tax benefit and income support on the 
basis that he was a single person on a 
low income with a child. 

He claimed £35,000 more than he was 
entitled to after failing to declare he had 
been living with a partner for four years. 

Curry received housing benefit over¬ 
payments of £14,881, income support 
overpayments of £20,619 and an over¬ 
payment of £2,475 council-tax benefit. 

He was prosecuted in a joint case by 
Thanet council and the Department of 
Work and Pensions. 

Curry pleaded guilty at Canterbury 
Crown Court to all charges and was sen¬ 
tenced on Monday, March 15, to 12 
months in prison, suspended for two 
years, and 100 hours’ community service. 

He was also ordered to pay £5,000 
compensation and given a six-month 
curfew order.

BRITAIN’S Got Talent winners Divers¬ 
ity postponed last night’s show at 
Margate’s Winter Gardens due to 
technical problems. 

The show has been rescheduled for 
Tuesday, April 27. 

A spokesman said: “Diversity want to 
apologise for any inconvenience but are 
dedicated to bringing the show to 
Margate and are looking forward to end¬ 
ing their UK tour in Margate. 

“Tickets will be valid for the resched¬ 
uled date, and refunds are available 
from the point of purchase.”

Freerunners

seem like good kids because they 
don’t really bother anyone, but I 
worry they will come a cropper.” 

The antic, also known as parkour, 
originated in France and is dubbed 
the ‘art of movement’. 

It sees participants run, jump 
and balance on obstacles in cities 
and towns, encouraging speedy 
and efficient movement. 

People do not need any equip¬ 
ment to practise it but use obstac¬ 
les such as railings, walls and 
street furniture to jump on, over 
and around. 

The youths may be attracted to 
Hawley Street as it has sloping 
walls and steps seen as interesting 
points to navigate and jump. 


Isle unemployment 
hits a 12-year high 


UNEMPLOYMENT in Thanet has 
reached its highest level for 12 years. 

Figures charting unemployment 
rates in Kent and Medway show 
that there are now 4,482 people 
claiming Jobseeker’s Allowance on 
the isle. 

The last time that number was beat¬ 
en was in March 1998, when 4,490 
people were claiming the benefit. 

The total has more than doubled in 
the last three years, rising to 6.2 per 
cent of the isle’s population. 

The numbers given are for 
February 2010, the latest available, 
and show that Thanet still has the 
highest percentage of unemployed 
people in Kent. 

David Foley, chief executive of the 
Thanet and East Kent Chamber of 
commerce, said: “Thanet remains 
burdened with the highest rate of 
unemployment in Kent at 6.2 per 
cent, against a mere 2.2 per cent in 
Tunbridge Wells, but we take heart 
from learning that the annual rate of 
decline in Thanet has fallen from the 
28.1 per cent listed in last month’s 
data to 18 per cent in the most 
recent calculation. 

‘We are also beginning to see gen¬ 
uine rises in annual employment 
rates in certain wards. 

“In Thanet, more people are in jobs 


now than a year ago in Bradstowe, 
Nethercourt and Thanet Villages.” 

Of the Thanet total, the statistics 
show that 3,353 of those people are 
male, while 1,129 are female. 

The unemployment hot-spots are 
the wards of Margate Central and 
Cliftonville West, whose numbers 
tower above the rest of Thanet with 
about 14 per cent of the population 
out of work. 

Spiralled 

Central Harbour ward and East 
Cliff ward in Ramsgate are the third 
and fourth on the list. 

Kingsgate is the ward with the 
lowest amount of unemployed, with 
just 1.3 per cent. 

Almost one in 20 people are now 
out of work, although the figures do 
not take account of people who do 
not sign on. 

In November 2007, the number 
claiming was hovering around the 
2,000 mark, but it has spiralled 
upwards ever since. 

The highest number since records 
began in 1983 is put at 8,553, back in 
1986, when Conservative Margaret 
Thatcher was Prime Minister. 

The working age of residents 
accounts for males aged 16 to 64 and 
women aged 16 to 59.

Victorian square 
splemfid enough 

for conservation 


A CLIFTONVILLE square could 
be the next part of the isle to be 
designated a conservation area. 

Residents in Dalby Square are being asked 
for their views on the idea by Thanet council. 

The square, and parts of nearby Arthur 
Road and Dalby Road, could be included. 

Letters are being sent to residents, council¬ 
lors and community groups to ask what they 
think. 

The area once housed the Cliftonville Hotel 
- the largest in Thanet with 300 rooms - 
before it was pulled down in the 1960s. It was 
replaced by a bowling alley, pub and flats. 

Dalby Square is now seen by some as one 
of the less desirable parts of town, despite 
having some of the best examples of 19th- 
century seaside architecture in Thanet. 

National bodies such as English Heritage 
recognise the buildings as being fine models 
of the period. 

A Thanet council official said: “Initial dis¬ 
cussions have already taken place with com¬ 
munity groups. There has been significant 
support for Dalby Square and the surround¬ 
ing area to be designated a conservation 
area.”

next week at St Paul’s Community Trust, in 
St Paul’s Road, for people to view the propos¬ 
als and speak to council officers. 

The first will be on Tuesday (March 30) 
between 11am and 2pm. The second will 
take place on Thursday (April 1) between 
5.30pm and 8pm, and people are welcome to 
call in at any time. 

Councillor John Kirby said: “Thanet al¬ 
ready benefits from conservation areas that 
help to protect the heritage and history of our 
district. 

“There’s been a lot of interest in recent 
years in Cliftonville as it is home to some 
beautiful architecture, dating to the days 
when it was a magnet for holidaymakers in 
the Victorian era. 

“We’ve responded to that interest and 
that’s why we’re looking at the idea of creat¬ 
ing a conservation area around Dalby 
Square. We’re keen to hear what residents 
and community groups feel about the idea.”

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Cutting out the clutter

ACADEMY FM is ready to rock’n’roll. 

The new community radio station for the isle, 
based at Ramsgate’s Marlowe Academy, has 
been granted a licence, despite protests from 
across the Channel. 

Authorities in Belgium had rejected the sta¬ 
tion’s request to broadcast on the grounds that 
its intended frequency of 107.8FM was protect¬ 
ed in Belgium - their verdict came just an hour 
before the final deadline of a 100-day period of 
analysis. 

The station needed clearance from France, 
The Netherlands and Belgium to transmit on 
its chosen frequency - there were no objections 
from either the French or the Dutch. 

Clearance 

Station manager Pete Willson said: ‘We were 
awarded a community licence in June 2009, but 
in November we were advised by Ofcom that 
we needed clearance from the three countries. 

“The Belgians were not broadcasting on it 
from what we gather, but they said it was a 
protected frequency there and made this 
known on the last hour of the last day of the 
100-day period.” 

Ofcom, the communications-industiy regulator, 
sent out a team, which decided that the Belgians’ 
information was inaccurate and went to that 
country’s regulator with its findings. 

The Belgian regulator then failed to respond 
after a couple of weeks and did not reply to 


technical data sent to it. Because of this failure 
to act, Ofcom told Academy FM bosses on 
Tuesday last week that the frequency was 
finally theirs. 

Mr Willson said: “Local radio is in my blood, 
so I’m very excited about this. Over the years 
we saw it become very successful, so to be given 


the chance to bring local radio back to the 
people of Thanet is a real honour.” 

A daily mix of music is being played on 
Academy FM at the moment, with an official 
launch to be held in the coming weeks, proba¬

Was it always your dream to open a gallery? 


A Yes. It all started when I was a small boy in 
the 70s with my mum at her stall in Camden 
Lock Market. The sights and smells of the 
creative bustle have always remained vivid and 
exciting to me. When we moved to Whitstable in 
the 80s we turned a derelict property into a 
gallery that set a trend in the town. We’ve done 
the same in Margate since 2002 on a bigger 
scale, which has been daunting and not without 
huge risks but is nearing fruition after long 
delays to the town’s regeneration. In April, we’re 
also opening a tiny gallery on the harbour arm, 
called the Old Town Galleiy On Sea. Our vision 
is to display the work of leading contemporary 
applied and visual artists. 

Q What do you think will happen to Margate in the next 
five years? 

A A renaissance based around Turner 
Contemporary, Dreamland and individual 
businesses that have already begun arriving. 
Margate needs to go with the times, as it used 
to before its decline in the 70s. Initially it grew 
from a poor fishing village to an elegant 18th- 
century town, having the first Georgian 
squares outside London. That legacy, along with 
the sea, is the town’s best asset. The town is fas¬ 
cinating for its many historic layers, each based 
on an identity that was brash and new in its 
day, and has always been driven by trends and 
fashions emanating from London.

A I set my own goals and know that what¬ 
ever I achieve is 100 per cent through my 
own efforts.

The beautiful architecture and the sea. 


A All my work is individually made. I start by 
doodling, maybe inspired by a photograph 
or something I have seen when walking. After 
making a prototype, pieces are made in small 
batches on the bench, going through the stages 
of sawing, forging, soldering, filing, sanding, 
polishing and stone-setting. A ring might take 
four hours from design to completion.

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Stone reminder of woman's 
grisly death by lonely bay 


MEMORIAL: Stone and 
plaque remembering Mary 
Bax, who was beaten to death 
by Swede Martin Lash in 1782

WALKERS at Sandwich Bay have 
long been intrigued by a memorial 
stone with an unusual inscription 
by the side of it. 

It gives the bare details of what was obvious¬ 
ly a terrible crime committed in the past and 
which must have aroused local passions 
intensely for a memorial to be erected. 

Mary Bax’s Stone, which has stood for more 
than 200 years, marks a gruesome murder. 

The story goes that on August 25,1782, Mary 
Bax was walking along the old road from Deal 
to Sandwich carrying a parcel. 

She was just beyond the Chequers Inn 
when she was apprehended by an absent- 
without-leave Swedish sailor, Martin Lash, 
who demanded the parcel. 

She refused and in the struggle was 
struck many times and murdered - her body 
being concealed in a ditch. 

The murder was witnessed by a young boy - 
the son of “a looker [shepherd] in the marshes”, 
who ran back to Deal to raise the alarm. 

A search of the immediate area proved un¬ 
productive, but it was then widened to include 
nearby towns. 

Eventually, Lash was arrested in Folkestone 
after being discovered asleep at the foot of a 
tombstone in the churchyard - still in posses¬ 
sion of the stolen parcel. 


He was taken to Maidstone gaol, tried and 
executed for Mary Bax’s murder. 

During this period in history, hanging was the 
most usual punishment for murder, while 
lesser crimes would result in a prison sentence 
or deportation to one of the colonies of the 
British Empire - usually Australia. 

Hangings could be carried out in towns and 
villagers and were usually open to public 


viewing. It was not until more than a century 
later that they were either carried out behind 
the walls of a prison or at special places such as 
Tyburn in London. 

The stone and its plaque are in a remote 
stretch of the bay but have continued to at¬ 
tract attention from historians, who managed 
to piece together the details of the murder and 
include it on a website aimed at visitors.

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Air ambulance searches 
lor its fund-raising stars 



TWENTY years ago, Kent’s emer¬ 
gency services changed forever 
with the introduction of a dedicat¬ 
ed air-ambulance crew. 

Within just a week of its launch, eight people 
- two of whom would almost certainly have 
died - were saved by the service. 

And since its introduction in 1990, this 
figure has soared, with hundreds now safe and 
well thanks to the committed crew. 

But officials at the Kent Air Ambulance 
Trust have admitted the real heroes are those 
who spend their time raising vital cash to fund 
the £1.7 million needed annually to keep the 
service running. 

And to show their appreciation, a special 
awards ceremony, sponsored by KOS Media, is 
being held to mark the 20th anniversary and 
thank the fund-raisers. 

John Tickner, chief executive of Kent Air 
Ambulance, said the awards - the first of their 
kind - acknowledged the huge support the 
charity had in the county. 

He said: “This year marks a special anniver¬ 
sary in the life of the air ambulance, but this 
has only been made possible by the generosity 
of the people in Kent.” 

Since 1991, almost every penny of the £1.7m 
needed per year has come from public dona¬ 
tions, with funds paying for doctors, fuel, 
training, equipment and medication. Officials 
are hoping to raise even more money so the 
service can also run through the night. 

And in 1998, when a crash took the lives of 
pilot Graham Budden and paramedics Mark 
Darby and Tony Richardson, donations flooded 
in for a new helicopter bearing the initials of 
the casualties. 

Lynn Hyder, county fund-raiser at the air 
ambulance, said the charity was now inviting 
nominations from the public saying who they 
thought should be commended for their fund¬ 
raising efforts. 

Ms Hyder said: “All these inspiring people 
have helped save lives through their generosi¬ 
ty and we think these awards are a fitting 
tribute to show our thanks.”

A RESTORED mausoleum, a house built from 
a railway carriage and Ashford’s shared-space 
scheme were among the winners at the Kent 
Design Awards.

Of the winners, the Damley Mausoleum, in 
Cobham Wood, near Gravesend, received the 
first-ever project-of-the-year award in memory 
of former KCC leader Lord Sandy Bruce- 
Lockhart, who died in August 2008.

An unusual beach house at Dungeness 
made from a 19th-century railway carriage 
was named the residential minor-development 
winner. 

Judge Mathew Woodhead, director of urban 
design at DHA Planning in Maidstone, 
said the standard of buildings in and around 


Kent was exceptionally high. He said that 
although there were different categories with 
unique designs, there were four things judges 
were looking for. 

These were how the building interacted with 
the surrounding area; usability and who it was 
designed for; quality of the architecture; and 
whether key urban design principles were fol¬ 
lowed, he said. 

“Personally, I was really impressed by Folke¬ 
stone’s Quarterhouse. It is an iconic building 
for the community and it’s already attracting 
lots of musicians and artists. Despite being 
modem architecture, the building follows the 
same principles as the older ones around it.”

A LIVE web-link with a school in 
Ghana featured in a day of activi¬ 
ties led by Ramsgate’s Marlowe 
Academy sixth-formers. 

The link-up took place on Monday, March 1, 
to mark the second week of Fairtrade 
Fortnight. 

The sixth-formers also played host to 45 
year 5 pupils from nearby Newington commu¬ 
nity primary school - and the undoubtedly 
popular theme of the day was chocolate. 

The Newington youngsters spent the day in 
a series of workshops learning about where 
chocolate, food and other items came from 
and how Fairtrade could improve the lives of 
the people and communities who grow or 
produce the things that we eat and use.

Tories playing high-risk game 
over shared council 


HAVING lost effective control of 
several key services at Thanet 
council, the Conservative admini¬ 
stration has launched the auth¬ 
ority into the unknown after a full 
council meeting held to discuss 
shared services across east Kent. 

Decisions were made that could see Thanet 
council tied in to long, expensive and binding 
agreements with its neighbouring authorities 
with no clear financial savings established - 
but substantial financial penalties should the 
ventures fail. 

In the week before the meeting, councillors 
were bombarded with a series of hefty 
documents, one arriving at our homes by last- 
minute post on the day of the meeting and yet 
another on our respective benches as we 
walked into the chamber for the debate - and 
no time was allowed to read it. 

Throughout the heated debates on council¬ 


housing, waste collection and support services, 
Labour members warned of concerns that 
matters were being rushed and decisions 
being made without fully considering the long¬ 
term effects and costs that the changes would 
cause for taxpayers. 

Labour also voiced serious concerns 
regarding the loss of local democratic control 
of services. That would mean no political 
balance on key matters and leave all other 
elected councillors in several districts with 
little or no say over services that residents had 
elected them to control. 

Jobs could also be lost to Thanet, as any 
centralising of management would be unlikely 
to be based here. Several commonsense 
amendments were put forward by the Labour 
group which were met with strong resistance 
from the ruling Tories. 

However, at least our crucial bid to review 
the results of a consultation process with 
tenants and leaseholders on housing changes, 
with a final chance to ballot residents, was 
accepted.

Just a week later, at the end of February, the 
council met again and was presented with a 
financial-risk-assessment report in which 
council officers described those same shared 
services as probably the largest risk facing the 
council to date. 

The likelihood of shared services not being 
progressed was also deemed to be a high risk. 

We are only in March, but decisions have 
already been made that could significantly 
change the shape of local government. 

They were made hurriedly and without 
proper consideration of the consequences. The 
administration obviously wants rid of these 
services, which it is finding increasingly 
difficult to manage. 

The residents of Thanet could be left with 
the worst of all worlds - distantly-managed 
and expensive services over which they have 
little or no control. 

For more than six years IVe witnessed the 
council slip further out of control - it really is 
time for the tired and failed Conservative 
leader to step down.

AWARD-WINNING singer 
Charles Landsborough has been 
bringing joy to audiences for 30 
years.

His sea¬ 
faring brothers would often bring home exotic 
gifts - including, on one memorable occasion, a 
monkey - and the house was full of love and 
laughter. 

But the death of his mother when 
Landsborough was just 12 was a huge blow to 
the boy and he fell into petty crime, eventual¬ 
ly serving two months in prison. 

The shame of his conviction helped to turn 
his life around and after a few years doing 
manual jobs, a friend suggested that he should 
train to become a teacher. As a devoted 
Christian, Landsborough chose to study theol¬ 
ogy, but it soon became apparent that his 
heart lay with music and he swapped courses. 

During his 14 years in the teaching profes¬ 
sion, Landsborough did not give up his dream 
of becoming a musician and he continued to 
perform in clubs and pubs at night. His double 
life took its toll and he often had very late 
nights, followed by early mornings at school. 

When his big break finally arrived, 


Landsborough was sorry to leave the profes¬ 
sion and retained a lot of sympathy for the 
pressure that teachers find themselves under 
today. But the big time was beckoning and fol¬ 
lowing the success of his first song, 
Landsborough went on to have a career that 
must have seemed like a distant dream when 
he was a 14-year-old, picking out tunes on a 
guitar. 

Over the last 15 years, Landsborough has 
performed all over the world and even graced 


the stage at the legendary Grand Ole Oprey in 
Nashville. Despite his massive success, 
Landsborough is a simple man who only has 
ambitions to write music and entertain his 
many fans around the globe.

RUBBER-face funnyman Jim 
Carrey delivers his best dramatic 
performance since Eternal 
Sunshine Of The Spotless Mind in 
this improbable and utterly incred¬ 
ible true story 

Based on a novel by investigative reporter 
Steve McVicker, I Love You Phillip Morris 
charts the romance of two prison inmates and 
their subsequent journey of self-discovery on 
both sides of the bars. 

Writer-directors Glenn Ficarra and John 
Requa (Bad Santa) strike a pleasing balance 
between laughter and soul-searching in this 
oddball comedy. 

Smouldering 

Crucially, Carrey generates smouldering 
screen chemistry as Stephen Russell with co- 
star Ewan McGregor, convincing us that undy¬ 
ing love and a daredevil spirit can overcome 
anything. 

Truth is far, far stranger than Ficarra and 
Requa’s entertaining fiction, which takes dra¬ 
matic licence with dialogue and abbreviates 
the exploits of their white-collar crime during 
the 1980s and 1990s. 

They escaped incarceration four times and 
paid a terrible price for humiliating the US 
prison service. 

The real Russell was handed a 144-year sen¬ 
tence and must spend 23 hours every day con¬ 
fined to his cell without visitors. That’s no 
laughing matter. 

When we first meet Stephen, he is a happily 
married police officer with a beautiful wife, 
Debbie, and a young daughter. 

However, the family man has a secret: he is 
gay. 

When he can no longer keep the secret, 
Stephen comes out to his wife and moves to 
Florida with boyfriend Jimmy. 


The cost of living fabulously is perilously 
high, and Stephen breaks the law to finance 
his lavish tastes. 

The authorities eventually catch up with the 
swindler and sentence him to time in prison, 
where he meets softly spoken Phillip Morris 
(Ewan McGregor). 

Struggles 

The attraction is instant, and Stephen 
schemes to become his lover’s cellmate. 

When he finally gains parole, Stephen poses 
as a lawyer to get Phillip out of prison early, 
but once they are united on the outside, the 


former con man struggles to mend his ways. 

Phillip lands a high-profile position as chief 
financial officer at a large corporation, where 
the temptation to embezzle is irresistible. 

When the police invariably come knocking 
for their man, Phillip is distraught: “I don’t 
care about the money,” he pleads. 

“All I want is you. I just want us to be togeth¬ 
er.” 

I Love You Phillip Morris is sweet, sexy and 
at times hilarious, posing the obvious dilem¬ 
ma: can a gay con man go straight? 

Carrey keeps his usual nervous tics and 
funny voices in check and the rapport with

McGregor, sporting a Southern accent and 
cropped blond hair, anchors the picture. 

Ficarra and Requa treat characters with 
affection and don’t shy away from the physi- 
cality of Stephen and Phillip’s relationship, 
creating a wonderfully odd couple. 

We believe in the characters and root for 
them, even though we know that everything 
Phillip says and does is for his own financial 
and emotional gain.

Mara is perfect place to get 
great shot at some wildlife

THERE’S a knack to photo¬ 
graphing the Little Bee- 
eater. 

The picture you want is this: The 
bird is in mid-flight, its green shim¬ 
mering wings flung wide and a just- 
caught bug clamped in its beak. 

Precision timing, a steady hand 
and a little specialist knowledge are 
all essential. With the last of these, 
your pictures are transformed into 
the sort of images to grace a nature 
magazine, and without it you are 
doomed to an endless succession of 
empty branches. 

Paul Goldstein has that knowl¬ 
edge. The award-winning wildlife 
photographer who has coaxed, 
cajoled and demanded the best from 
amateur snappers for years. 

I joined one of his safaris in 
Kenya’s Masai Mara. 

Within minutes of arriving at our 
luxurious camp, we were bouncing 
along in one of Paul’s specially con¬ 
verted vehicles in pursuit of a chee¬ 
tah and her two cubs. 

After barely half an hour in Paul’s 
company, it was already abundantly 
clear he takes no prisoners. 

“Stop mincing!” he yelled, as I fum¬ 
bled with my kit while the vehicle 
jolted across the dry savannah. 

My brand new digital SLR body 
was eventually attached to a lens 
the size of a rocket launcher, bor¬ 
rowed from a fellow traveller who 
hired something even more substan¬ 
tial for this expedition. 

We found the cheetahs bathed in 
honeyed afternoon light, with the 
mother looking wistfully into the 
distance. The scene was beautiful, 
but my companions had other ideas. 

In the distance, a juicy-looking

Thomson’s gazelle grazed near a 
thicket, small and spry - an ideal 
feast for a peckish big cat. 

It was over in a second, the preda¬ 
tor so close there was barely a chase. 
However, for a novice wildlife pho¬ 
tographer, the thrill was intense. 

Only afterwards did I realise I had 
caught the action on camera: The 
cheetah lunging from a swirl of dust, 
front paws stretched out to whip the 
gazelle’s back legs from under it. 

Huge crowds of wildebeest gath¬ 
ered for annual crossings of the 
Mara heading for the Serengeti and 
Tanzania, and we watched in won¬ 
der as animals fought to cross the 
river, unperturbed as crocodiles 
picked off the occasional snack. 

Often we were still out at sunset, 


chasing the dying light for a spot to 
take in the great billowing clouds as 
they bruised against a hot red sky. 
At these times, photographs came 
second to soaking up the astonish¬ 
ing beauty of the dying Mara day 
with a cold beer. 

Much is made of the idea that we 
have progressed from shooting wild 
creatures with guns to using camera 
lenses. While there are similarities - 
you must learn an animal’s habits to 
predict its movements - hunters 
aimed to stop the wildlife in its 
tracks, but we wanted the right 
light, and of course action. 

Thanks to the eagle eyes of our 
guides, and Paul’s knowledge and 
enthusiasm, we had all in abun¬ 
dance.

Prices hit by weather 
and stamp duty rise

HOUSE prices saw a 1.5 per cent 
fall last month - the first decline 
since June 2009, according to the 
most recent figures available from 
the Halifax House Price Index. 

And in the first three weeks of March the 
trend has continued. 

But the previous seven consecutive months 
of increases mean that the average price 
remains 8 per cent above the lowest level 
reached in April 2009. 

This equates to an increase of £12,367, tak¬ 
ing the average house price to £166,857. 

Halifax has suggested that a low supply of 
properties has been a key factor in pushing up 
prices, with improvements in the market only 
recently encouraging sellers to enter the mar¬ 
ket, even if mortgage finance has remained 
difficult to secure. 

Lenders have attributed the fall to the win¬ 
try weather and the end of a temporary 
stamp-duty holiday on homes changing hands 
between £125,000 and £175,000. 

According to Halifax’s index, prices are still 
well below the level they reached in the sum¬ 
mer of 2007. 

Its figures show that from August 2007 to 
last April, prices dived by 23 per cent, wiping 
more than £45,000 off the average price of a 
property, from under £200,000 to £154,490. 

The figures show that since then, prices 
have risen by 8 per cent (£12,500), which com¬ 
mentators have attributed to low interest 
rates, improved affordability and a shortage of 
homes for sale. 

But since the start of the year there has been 
a change in the supply-and-demand balance. 

Figures from the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors suggest the recent 
improvement in market conditions has 


encouraged more homeowners to attempt to 
sell their property. As a result, the stock of 
properties available for sale increased for the 
second successive month in January. 

Halifax housing economist Martin Ellis said 
this was likely to have been a factor in 
February’s price falls: “An increase in the num¬ 
ber of properties available for sale has helped 
to reduce slightly the imbalance between sup¬ 
ply and demand. 

“At the same time, the bad weather in the 
first two months of 2010, together with the 
return of the lowest stamp-duty threshold to 
£125,000, are likely to have had an adverse 
impact on housing demand. 


“The combination of these factors appears to 
have helped to curb the upward pressure.” 

Howard Archer, chief UK economist at IHS 
Global Insight, said other factors also suggest¬ 
ed further price falls were on the cards. 

“Although the Bank of England may well 
hold off from raising interest rates until 2011, 
the overall economic environment - notably 
high unemployment likely to rise further, 
and low earnings growth - is still far from sup¬ 
portive for house prices, while credit condi¬ 
tions remain pretty tight and the stamp duty 
threshold has fallen. 

“In addition, house price/earnings ratios 
have moved back up.”

‘accredited’ and recognised across Kent as 
good landlords.

“The council wants to work as closely as pos¬ 
sible with landlords and tenants and reinforce 
its support of the Kent Landlords’ 
Accreditation Scheme to make sure that we do 
everything that we can to help everyone.”

Henson set a Kent record for the 1500- 
metre freestyle with a time of 17:11.08 and 
then went one better in the 800-metre 
freestyle, finishing in 9:01.51 to set a new 
south-east region record. 

Brett secured ten top-three platings and 
Davies went home with an incredible 17 
golds. On her county debut, nine-year-old 



Elloise Clements picked up two golds and a 
silver on her way to setting five club records 
and Jamie O’Connor, ten, scooped nine golds. 

Thanet head coach David Whorlow said: 
“To finish in the top-three is a great achieve¬ 
ment for the club. Due to our more remote 
location, we have fewer swimmers than 
some of the other top clubs based near 
London. 

“As points are awarded for each swimmer, 
we have obtained our position in the table 
by some exceptional swims, backed up by 
consistent performance throughout the 
entire squad.”
